Belivered This Morning at the Insti- 


tute by Prof. McCormick, of 


Normal University. 


Oco of tt 8 most scholarly addresses of 


too Institute was delivered this morting 
fy Prof. MoCormiok, of th« State Nor- 
m»l school. Be spoke substantially as 
follows: 


' I esteem It a great honor to have the 


privilege of addressing yon. I recognize 
the fact, as all mast who give the subject 


b'e. 
It has always been so and will COE- 


Cinne to be so until the end of time. If 
for any reason the earth scfuees to pro- 
duce, eeo how soon the wagea of the coal 
minors are teduoad, the railroads go into 
tbe hands of receivers, tbo shops and fac- 
tories close, men are thrown out of em- 
ployment and poverty and want sit at tbe 
fireside of the people. 


"But what has education to do with 


this, you will ask. It is all tbe work of 
our bands '3d in no way depends npon 
schools. It Is not tbe work of yonr band, 
but rather the work of your brains direct- 
ing your hands. 
While I recognize you 


as produoera of wealth I must call your 
attention to the fact that yon are also de- 
stroyers. 
Wbon yon commenced farming 


yon found the soil m rioh tbat all you 
bad to do was to scratch a little, Borne 
of you arc still scratching. You have 
been taking from tbe soil and returning 
nothing and 89 I fay you are destroyers. 
I will not (Jiscusa the rotation of crops or 
other farming subjects, but will call yonr 
attention to one article which ia within 
tee reach of all, and I believe tbat you 
will agree with me that the more yon 
use of it the larger will be your crops and 
tha less tbs expenses of their production, 
and tbe more the fortuity of the soil will 
be preserved, t mean brains, edncated 
brains, the best and cheapest article ever 
used on a form. It has already worked 


farmer above and beytnd the farmer of 
every other country, In respect to all that 
Is worth living fort It has given him a 
home that Is all thai can bo desired In 
comfort and convenience. It has papered 
the walls of bis house, carpeted the Doors 
and placed good books on tho shelves. 
It 


has brought tbe llvo etook from oat of the 
cold Into barns and changed scrubs into 
sleek cattle. All of this is dune without 
subjecting tbe farmer to additional ex- 
panse and much more would have been 
done bad It been used more freely. Possi- 
bly yon aectibe this to tbe fertility of 
your soil, your own intelligence and In- 
dustry and tbe general atmosphere of 
American thrift. But other nations have 
soil as fertile and people work 03 hard 
and jot In order to keep body and seal 
tog' tber they have to practice a more rig- 
Id economy than yon ever have dreamt of 
practicing. 


" What has made tho difference? I con- 


tend tbat tbo difference Is due to the free 
pnbllo schools that dob tbo prairie and bill- 
sides oC America, and tbat hive dotted 
them since tne pilgrim fathers landed at 
Plymouth and the Dutch at New Amster- 
dam. 
The faithful men and women who 


labored In those unpretentious buildings 
were tbe onei who laid the foundation for 
yonr prosperity. 
In those* little school 


houses you wore born agalj, born Into a 
naw life of tbongbtfulnessand Intelligent 
Industry. Of all men the farmers thanld 
be most Interested In- the public school 
system, 09 it has done'and ia doing most 


out, for if all tho boya remained on the 
'arm there would be no one to whom 
•helr produce could be eold. He eald 
.hat corn, pork and fat cattle were good 
products, but tuat boys were a better pro- 
duct and tbat tbe farmers ought to be 
proud of the fact tbat they oonld furnish 
tne nation wltb sound bodied and clear 
brained hoys who annually crowd Into 
ho towns and cities and become mecban- 
ca, merchants, lawyers, doctors, etc. The 
peaker dwelt at length on the subject of 
the education of boys and of the neces- 


ty of their being bought up In toe right 


manner. 


In referring to the question of schools 


he professor said tbat be was aware that 
many schools wore poor, but that the 
money expended on the schnuls brought 
lack good Interest. A poor teacher was 
ixpenslie at any price and as the children 
ormed their characters more from tho 
oaoher than tbey did from the book they 
tudled it was important tbat tha teacher 
be the proper bind of person.

Cormiok spoke for gome time on the Ira- 
lortance of having tbe proper person hold 
ho office of county superintendent of 
ohools and said that the beet man In tbe 
ounty was none too good far tbat posi- 
ioD. 
Be s»i(J that tbo schools enhanced 


ho value of property and Increased one's 
arning powora, tut that It did still 
more, it developed men and women. 
Wealth, power and distinction arc volni- 
il e bat men and women are more valua- 
ile than all of them.

hat tbe greed for money Is too etrong and 
hat not enough attention Is paid to the 
ioral side, but the coming education 


would charge things. In conolndlng he 


Id "Moral force will be considered 


more desirable than Intellectual power, 
nit the union of the two will be the true 
eacber's Ideal. Tbe children will leave 
he school to enter upon tbe work of life 
wltb high aims and honest purposes, 
which will save them from tho allure- 
ments of vice and tbe lust of power, and 
nalj'e them to walk safely in tbe Integ- 
ity of tbeir manhood and womanhood 
ho pride of tbelr parents and saviours of 
mmanity."

noon Session by Bering Burrows 


The 3rst paper In tbe afternoon was 


ead by Bering Burrows on the snbject 
'Profits In Poultry Raising." He spoke 
is follows: 
"If I were to announce that during tbe 


year 1696 t290,OOU,000 was earned by 
loultry and that these figures were based 
a statistics collected Irom commission 
louses only, would any one be surprised? 
Tbo grocery stares are lelt ont of tbe cal- 
mlation and no account le tuktn of tbe 
iggs brought In weekly by the farmers 
and traded for groceries and dry goods, 
jjamthereIBproeUln poultry If yon have 
S».right sort and givo it proper atten 
Ion. Here are tbja, two leading questions. 
What variety anfl^how to manage? As I 
take It this subject Is mere applicable to 
be farmers and therefore will bo corsld 
ored In that light. Seleot the variety 
hat pleases you, first 
In looks—for 


whether you breed for fancy or for tho 
market this Is tbe flrst consideration,then 


egg producers und finally as table 


Fowls. Hemember that nothing adds GO 
mood to your landscape as a uniform 
color among yonr flock nor more to your 
profit whan a dozen live birds ore brought 
to tho market. If the Barrcj Plymouth 
itDoks are chosen got tha best If It takes 
all your capital for one small breeding 
pen and raise as many as possible tbe first 
year wltb common hens. If Ibis breed 
bae merit tho purer the better and your 
choice must now hare yonr careful atten- 
tion. No policy la more detrimental to 
breeding buslners than that of crossing. 
Do not try to improve upon a breed that 
has required years to bring to the prefer t 
ilgh state ot cultivation, by presuming to 
Introduce new blood. 


"The breeding of poultry is no longer 


ati experiment. Years have been spent in 
producing these Ideals tbat should be kept 
so by pure breeding. If your means are 
limited and yonr idea not to go Into fancy 
poultry see to it that your cockerels are 
all pure bred for any fancier can supply 
you with good birds at II each. Yon are 
then breeding up and Improving your 
flock, whereas with cross bred cockerels 
your results are nothing bnt culls. Then 
baa always been a great cry among farm 
era against pure bred stock for utility. 
The Idea of a cross bred lot of bogs being 
inora tbrlity and more easily fattened has 
generally prevailed and not only tbat but 
tbormgbbred stock bave often been con- 
demned ai delicate, more subject to dis- 
ease and generally mere unprofitable for 
tbo average fanner. One of the greatest 
features of good stock is good care. What- 
ever a farmer values will receive his best 
attention. AD Intelligent farmer Is hard 
ly contented ID having his ..efforts wasted 
upon poor stock. He should tbenlore be 
as proud of his poultry as his horsei and 
oattie.. Whfctsver pleases tbe eye will ami 


'or extra care and whenever you have this 
yon all know the result. In poultry as 
In every other variety of stock wo have 
attractiveness^ and beanty closely "allied 
and almost Inseparable to utility and this 
.s tbe aim of all our efforts. 
The expla- 


nation of the word utility In connection 
with fowls means, flrst, egg production; 
second, dressed poultry. These two char- 
acteristics are most carefully bred and fos- 
•ered by the fonry breeders who vie with 
eaub other In the production of tbelr fa- 
vorite breeds. It If proved that the nlgh- 
ost class exhibition fowls are beet for mar 
ket purposes. There Is a popular notion 
among farmers that every spring a new 
set of cockerels must be obttlntd some- 
where and as cheaply as possible. The 
result IP tbat Mr. Smitb thinks be can 
mriily afford to spend any money for new 
ones bnt finds that Mr. Brown has some 
fine large ones as badly mixed as his awn 
he can trade for, and with a lot of mixed 
pnlleta and tbe cockerels of Brown', be 
tarts, ont far another season. Tho result 
vill doubtless be a repetition of former 
years, the lowest prices obtained and mix- 
ad stock for another year. 
If Smith had 


begun with thoroughbreds he could have 
drawn from bis own flock instead of trad- 
ng with Brawn and kept the most choice 
ockerele for bis own use, for In breeding 
vith poultry has proven a success for as 
many as eight years in the same line. 
George H. Northnp, a great breedtr of 
New York state, has inbred his prize win- 
ners for 11 years and lately sent a breed* 
ng pen to Cnpo of Good Hope, South Af- 
rica, the fowls being strong and vigorous 
enough for snob a voyage. Other big 
ireeders are doing the same thing. Do 
iOt introduce new blood If you bave any 
blood at home that is worth reproducing. 
Someone will ask bow about tbu old com- 
mon fowl that run out and become of no 
account. Iho fact id that no selections 
were made in breeding and tho best were 
picked ont for tbe table and killed whhe 
today the best are kept for breeding pur-

RAMBLES IN FLORIDA. 


Ancient Landmarks Rapidly Dla- 


appBaring Every whore. 


Modern C»le» Have Arisen Whew 


Primitive Town» Stood •. Pew 


Decade* A»o—Memorlen 


of the rut.

Tfce landmarks of .old Jacksonville, 


or the "Cow's Crossing," as the Indians 
called the spot where the modern city 
now stands, are fast disappearing in 
a few years the grand old water oaks 
that shade the streets will be all that is 
left to remind the newcomer of the old 
town. The picturesque village of years 
ago is supplanted by a modern city, and 
a cosmopolitan population. Only n few 
of the olden time picturesque southern 
buildings remain. Hidden amid groves,

standing back from the street as if to 
avoid contact witli the rushing present, 
they seem but connecting links wiffii 
the past. The yards of these old home- 
steads are prettily shaded and dotted 
«ith troptcal fruit trees and flowers. In 
these quaint, pretty cottages live thede- 
seemlauts ot the early settlers of this 
now modernized city, and in some may 
be seen the tottering forms and gray 
heads o£ those who lived here in the 
"good old days before the war." They 
aie living in the past—waiting for tllie 
rnd of all. 


These gentlemen of the old school 


look bacK upon those dajs as the most 
prosperous in the history of Florida. 
Money was> easy to get, a,nd there was 
not suck ii scramble for it* and there 
was not so much "sharp practice" used. 
They were happy in their isolation. 
The period from the close of the Sem- 
inole war to the beginning of tlhe civil 
war was the most prosperous era of 
Florida. It was a veritable paradise for 
t-liepooras wollasfortherich. Jackson- 
ville was then a prosperous to»n of 
about 5,000 inhabitants—many being 
health-seekers. 


It had slowly grown from a "cow- 


crossing" suid trading post to its then 
present size, and they wondered at its 
growth. These old citizens who yet lin- 
ger upon the busy scene are still more 
astonished at its subsequent rapid 
progress. 


Before the white man came the Indi- 


ans used this health resort fora huntr- 
ing ground, and gave to the spot a name 
signifying "The Crossing," for it was at 
this point that they crossed the St. 
John's river in their canoes. 


Periodically the Spaniards ventured 


out from St. Augustine and Fernan- 
<Uiia to capturcandenslare the Indians. 
Finally, when the Indian were driven 
further south, they occupied "The 
Crossing," 
and 
then 
adventurouR 


Americana began to come, searching 
for health. A fortune and beahh-seeker 
named Hogan married the widow of a 
Spanish soldier who held a grant for 
nearly all of the land on which Jackson- 
ville now stands. A narrow street (sail 
that commemorates his name. He put 
up a log house, sold goods and "took in" 
travelers. The first tourists came from 
South Carolina, and among 
these 


health seekers was John Bellamy and 
family. He built a log house and 
rpened a store and "hotel." The site 
is now covered by a more modcnn car-

avansary. His son, Abraham Bellamy, 
became a prosperous citizen, and his 
daughter, Mary, was married to a law- 
yer and went to New England. 


This was all there was of Jacksonville, 


or "The Crossing," before the United 
States acquired Florida. About this 
period, or just after Gen. Jackson's 
brush with the Seminoles, the name of 
"The Crossing" was changed to "Jack- 
sonville," In his honor. 


Perhaps the most picturesque feature 


of modern Jacksonville is the darky 
element. They come nearer living upon 
the balmy climate than do the tourists. 
Stepping from the tourists' hotels down 
to Bay street and the water front is al- 
most like » trip to the West Indies—so 
far as a glimpse of the negro in his na- 
tive element is concerned. They line 
the streets, and stand in group* upon 
tiie corners, laughing, talking and 
smoking, as if idleness were the chief 
end of life, and perhaps it is with a 
larger portion of them. They follow 
fishing, working on the wharves, and 
those who are too laiy to do either seek 
odd jobs round town 
nhen hunger 


compels them to do so. In the after- 
noon the water front is almost com- 
vactljr lined with them—a dark back- 


ground to a pretty picture—the beau- 
tiful St. John's river, with its broad 
bosom and the most majestic sweep of 
any river in America, the Mississippi 
not excepted. The colored element of 
Jacksonville 
is numerous and pic- 


turesque — especially on Saturday 
nights. The darkies flock in from the 
surrounding country, and among these 
is a large sprinkling of "turpetine nig- 
gers." They are so designated because 
they work on turpentine farms, and the 
term also implies that they are of a 
"hot variety."

For Feveial generations Jacksonville 


was but a "crossing" Tallahassee. Si 
Augustine and Fernandina wore the 
centers of politico! aud social life. Only 
Indians lived at where the present me- 
tropolis stands. 
When not scalpiDg 


Spaniards they fold them hides and to- 
bacco, and also traded with the bucca- 
neers that preyed upon the coast. An 
enterprising buccaneer brought a car- 
go of women from England aed landed 
them at the "Crossing," consigned to 
the fijianijrd*:, to be exchanged for to- 
bacco at the ratio of one pound of to- 
bac'co for two pourds of uife. 


The ni.cicnt cHlv of Fcrnandina, un- 


like Jacksonville, retains miicli of its 
original picturesqueness. Though two 
and a h,ilf centuries old, il bas not 
groiVE as large as "the Crossing." Its 
anricnt quaint little houses are buried 
ID forests of flowers, and 
its quiet 


f (reels are shaded by giant water oaks 
centuries old—\\alks so beautiful and 
grand that one can almost imagine that 
bere uas, once the home of the Druids. 


Ancient Tallahassee, once the seat of 


Corning—the Athens of Florida, and the 
aristocratic center of the state—still 
maintains a flavor of romance, arid is a 
point of much interest. The quaint 
roofs of the old-style southern houses 
rise above banks of flowers and orange 
groves interspersed with stately mag- 
nolias and banana trees, blending their 
aroma with the perfume of the choicest 
flower*:. 
In this quaint toun old cus- 


toms ore still prccervetl; also good old 
southern bo<:pita!ilj. Ils eliicf attrac- 
tions for tourists, ho\\e\er, are 
the 


queer lakes and rivers near bj. The 
rivers sink into the ground to leappear 
in the southern portion of the state; 
and erratic Lake Jackson has a habit of 
totally disappearing at irregular inter- 
vals. Underneath the natural bridge is

a "bottomless cavern," of which the 
usual legends are told to open mouthed 
tourists. And now a movement is on 
foot to remove the seat of government 
from Tallahassee. The picturesque old 
capitol is interesting in its decay. Tbe 
state wants a more modern building. 
and Jacksonville and Tampa are each 
striving to dethrone "old Tallahassee." 


A citizen of Jacksonville, who now 


advocates the remo\al, relates this in- 
cident of the good old days before the 
war: "I was a member of the legisla- 
ture and we all boarded at the only 
hotel in the place. One day we were 
notified that the hotel would close. I 
immediately introduced a bill propos- 
ing the removal of the capitol. 
Th» 


landlord Immediately reconsidered his 
resolution." 


Further down the coast the tourist 


sees the crumbling walls of a chape! 
constructed, it i°? said, by the "follow- 
ers of Columbns." The spot is more his- 
torical because of the tyranny practiced 
there. Dr. Turnbull brought from the 
Grecian isles about 300 emigrants, nnd 
enslaved them. Perhaps as many died 
en route from cruel treatment. Finally 
they rebelled, and sought justice at Tal- 
lahassee. They were freed, but the 
tyrant was never punished. He used 
this old chapel for n sugar house — the 
first sugar maker in America. 


That old landmark, or watermark, 


the "Sowanee," Is least of all changed 
by the hand of man. Settlements and 
villages have little changed the grand 
scenery. The beautiful groves of cot- 
ton woods, gums, sweet-bay, and the 
forests of deciduous trees, line its noble 
banks as in the time when the heart- 
broken slave poured forth his soul in 
that sweet song which has made the 
river historic. 


Another landmark is the historic spot 


where Osceola, leader of the Seminoles, 
surrendered. This is pointed out to the 
tourist with a few incoherent sentences. 
telling of his capture, escape, recap- 
ture and death in prison, which the 
tourist digests as he runs. Next he is 
shown the ruins of the 
forts— to*

Washington, Feb. 3.—Overtures have

Prof. Davenport—Paper Last 


Night by Airs. Dunlap. 


Prof. Forbes, tbe state etomologlst, yes 


terday afternoon gave an address on "In- 
sects Destructive to the Corn Plant. 
Be said that an Insect which would de- 
stroy one ear of cirn ont of 13 would be 
destroying enough of the entire corn crop 
to represent th» whole apple crop of the 
oonntry, therefore, tbe farmers should 
give the matter a great deal of thought. 
Mr. Forbes said there were few remedies 
for insects and that about the only rem 
«dy that could be used was tho proventa 
ive. Tbe insects wblch live upon the 
oorn are of two kinds, fiends and enemies. 
What a former wants to know is what 
clnd of grain to plant when ha Is both- 
ered with certain kinds of insects. Clover 
s the best crop to sow when tbe farmer 
wants to rotate his crnp, as It is disliked 
jy most insects. Some insects feed al- 
most entirely on corn and If some other 
grain Is planted In tbe field it will help to 
check 
their multiplication. Tbe seed 


maggot and wire woim were epoken of 
as insects wblch destroy the root of tbe 
oorn before it comes up 
Prof. Forbes 


mentioned a number of the Insects with 
wbiob tbo farmer would likely come in 
contact and concluded his remarks by 
tolling of some of the experiments whloh 
he had made with the chinch bug. The 
eiperimenta that be explained were tbe 
plowing ..of a fnrrow and dragging of a 
og through it, tbe spreading of tar 
around tbe field containing tbe bags, and 
the use of keroiene emulsion. Ha said 
that he thought that tbe farmers of Ma- 
con county could exterminate tbe bugs if 
they worked as bard »s the bugs do. 


PROF. DAVENPORT. 


Prof. Eugene Davenport gave an ad- 


dress on "The Present Condition of Live 
Stock Interests." He tald In regard to 
swine that ine bog which would produce 
nothing but lard mast go and tbat now 
we must raise tbe bacon bog. He laid 
that there are also great changes in the 
cattle business. The butchers say that 
tbe cattle of today are not as (rood at they 
used to be. If tbd butchers are going to 
demand tbe bee' iteert, tbe farmer wbo 
raises them will make money. Mr. Dav- 
enport referred to tbe fact that faonei 
have been shot and fed to tbe hogs during 
tbe past few years. Tbe farmers think 
that the electric street can and tbe bicy- 
cle bave lowered tbe price, but tbat good 
hor-n would never bring a better price 
ban they will today.

There was a llteniry 
and mu«loil program and several address- 
es wero given. 
Mrs Dunlap of Cham 


paign read an excellent paper on house- 
hold cookery. Sbo i« a blub authority on 
household economics end her paper was 
written from a scientific 
standpoint. 


Among other things Mrs. Dunlapsaid: 


'There are about 14 elements necessary 


to sustain life and our food should be 
carefully prepared la order tout what we 
eat shall furnish tbe right proportion of 
eaob of theso elements. All housewives 
should learn tbe classification of foeds. 
Cookery has become an art that Is worthy 
tbe study of women. Our bodies must 
not be overfed with foods and Gtarvcrt for 
tbs want of others. We can not attribute 
our ill health to anything but our Iguo 
rauce of what wo eat. 
Farmers are espe- 


cially liable to have too many carbonace- 
ous foods on their tables. Instead of 
whits bread substitute the whole wheat 
bread. Tbo wbole wheat broad is made 
from the whole grnin of wheat, oxcopt 
that the bulls are taken off. 
Tbe whole 


svLent bread contains all of the 11 ele- 
ments CEcesBHry to life and man can live 
on tbls bread alone for an indefinite time. 
On white bread alone be can live only 
about 40 days.

Bnmstiad yesttrday from ona of tbe ex- 
hibits of white corn. 
Tbo grain Is large 


and well formed and In tho groove at tbe 
side the figure 1 Is plainly and distinctly 
marked In a slightly darker color. Tho 
doctor Is not superstitions enough to be- 
lieve tbat this Ii significant of any great 
disaster tbat is to come upon us tbe year 
of 1901. Bis superstition bas disappeared 


'ith added ye»rs, bet ho remembers dis- 


tinctly that when a boy and living In 
Philadelphia that for months his life was 
modo miserable by a sermon preaobed by 
an old bishop wbo explained In terrifying 
and convincing terms the most horrible 
disasters whoso co-Ding wis foreshadowed 
by no more significant happenings than 
the marking of a grain of oorn. 


Another curiosity Is a family of oars of 


corn, all growing at tha base and sur- 
rounding tbe parent ear, wbloh itauds In 
tho center and is perfect and well formed. 
There are eight ot tbe small can and 
most of them are perfect. The curiosity 
was brought In by John Strob, a farmer 
living near Forsjtb, and ii on exhibition 
at Cheap Charley'*.
